T h o I n t e l l e c t ti a I P o w e r * o f B i r d e . 
On tho whole, however, it may be safely 
said that birds seem to have much more ca­ 
pacity for perceiving beauty, much more gift 
for social enjoyment, a finer knowledge of 
distance and direction, and more power of 
vocal imitation, than other order of animals 
of which we know anything. 
On the oilier 
hand, they have less sense of power aud sym­ 
pathy than the dog, and therefore much less 
sense of responsibility to their superiors, whom 
they often love, but seldom serve. 
Perhaps 
we might generalize these menial qualifica­ 
tions liy saving that birds are chiefly educated 
by |>erccptions, wonderfully accurate indeed, 
but still of things at a distance, of tilings al 
an almost telescopic range; that their rapidi­ 
ty of flight makes them creatures of wide ex- 
jMiiicnce, but not of full experience of any 
species hut their own; and that, as a result, 
they cannot know men well enough to learn 
as much from men us dogs and cats aud ele­ 
phants and even other orders of creatures 
learn. 
Birds, in short, get bird’s-eye views 
of Hie earth, and bird's-eye views, however in­ 
structive to those who have previously mas­ 
tered the details carefully, do not exactly fur­ 
nish u good basis for progressive knowledge. 
They obviously get a knowledge of geogra­ 
phy, and in some sense of the air and its cur­ 
rents, such as no other creatures can have.— 
They have an ear for music and an eye for 
harmony of form and color, and probably of 
movement—for there aru bird-dances which 
Taglioni would have despaired of imitating— 
such as no other member of the animal world 
|K)s»03ses; and the |>erceptiou of beauty, we 
know, depends on nothing so much as tbe 
couj) (tai/, aud this birds can always com­ 
mand. 
But they lose, by their great privilege 
of wings, that elow and sure experience of 
the ways of man which sumo less gifted ani­ 
mals acquire. 
A swift bird which flies at the 
rate of 270 mdes an hour, according to Mr. 
Leith Adams, clearly cannot have a brain to 
utilize an experience acquired at that rate in 
any but a very perfunctory way. 
Therefore, 
though birds have so strange a perception of 
beauty, which hardly needs close analysis, 
they are too fast, too migratory in their hab­ 
its to learn anything which needs perfect 
fidelity and vigilance confined to a very nar­ 
row circle of facts. 
They are the musicians, 
and we might almost say tbe sensuous poets 
of the auimal world; but musicians and sen­ 
suous poets do not conduce to progressive 
knowledge and ethical culture. 
Birds range 
too high aud fly too fast for sympathy with 
man, and so it happens that their intellectual 
powers, remarkable and unique as they are in 
the animal world, never liccoino so human 
urn] bo almost spiritual as those of creatures 
which can only boast of very inferior powers. 
—Spectator. 


A n H o t e l o n W h c t lt , 
Tbe American carriage and wagon builders 
have a world-wide reputation for light work, 
says the Carriage Monthly; and as our cous­ 
ins across (lie water hare reputedly stated 
that wo carry this idea of lightness to ex­ 
tremes, we are now prepared to inform them 
that we can build also an occasional heavy 
vehicle. 
To Philadelphia, justly celebrated 
for light work, please remember to give the 
credit for building tim heaviest heavy car­ 
riage on record. 
Hie following dimensions 
will be sufficiently startling, hut we can vouch 
for their correctness, inasmuch as we have 
seen the drawing and copied the sizes. 
D m x n o m or Body.—Length: 50 feet; 
width: 20 feet; bight: IC feet. 
The car­ 
riage body is two stories high. The first story 
is 8 feet in the clear, and the second story 7 
feet, exclusive of the arch of tbe[roof, which 
al the center gives 6 feet in the clear, and the 
second story 7 feet exclusive of the arch of 
the roof, which at tbe center gives '8 feet bead 
room. 
Entrance is provided for at the front 
and back ends. 
Tbe roof has ventilators 
similar lo a street car. 
There are 16 arch top 
windows, on each side, 8 below and 6 above. 
Those lo the Urst story are 2 feet G Inches 
wide, nod 4 feet 9 inches high, and in the 
second story, 2 feet 6 inches wide, and 4 feet 
high. 
They have each two sashes, which are 
arranged to bo raised and lowered. Those iu 
Hie first story are divided into four lights 
each, and those above into two lights each.— 
Tbe upper windows arc provided with shut­ 
ters or blinds. 
The immense body or house, 
whichever you please to call It, will be hung 
upon platform springs, which will be in all of 
sufficient strength to support 25 toils weight. 
The wheels will be 3 feet 3 inches and 4 feet 4 
iocbes in diameter respectively. 
Hub: 18 
inches in diameter; felloes: 9 inchi's on the 
tread, and 8 inches deep. The Brobdignagian 
wagon is Intended for hotel purposes during 
the Centennial Exhibition. 
Tbe first story 
will be used as a dining saloon,and the second 
story will contain 16 state rooms, with 
2 
berths in each. 
It is proposed JIO place this 
portable hotel somewhere on the exhibition 
groan Is, there to remain stationary until the 
close of the exhibition. 
The gearing or car­ 
riage part will have no other to perform than 
lo su|>i>ort tbe body In going to and from tbe 
exhibition grounds.—Scientific American.

The Intellectual Powers of Birds. 
On the whole, however, it may be safely 
said that birds seem to have much more ca­ 
pacity for perceiving beauty, much more gift 
for social enjoyment, a finer knowledge of 
distance and direction, and more power of 
vocal imitation, than other order of animals 
of which we know anything. 
On the other 
hand, they have less sense of power and sym­ 
pathy than the dog, and therefore much less 
sense of responsibility to their superiors, whom 
they often love, but seldom serve. . Perhaps 
we might generalize these mental qualifica­ 
tions by saving that birds are chiefly educated 
by perceptions, wonderfully accurate indeed, 
but still of things at a distance, of things at 
an almost telescopic range; that their rapidi­ 
ty of flight makes them creatures of wide ex- 
IMuicnce, but not of full experience of any 
species but their own; and that, as a result, 
they cannot know men well enough to learn 
as much from men as dogs and cats and ele­ 
phants and even oilier orders oí creatures 
learn. 
Birds, in short, get bird’s-eye views 
of tiie earth, and bird’s-eye views, however in­ 
structive to those who have previously mas­ 
tered tiie details carefully, do not exactly fur­ 
nish a good basis for progressive knowledge. 
They obviously get a knowledge of geogra­ 
phy, and iii some sense of the air and its cur­ 
rents, such as no other creatures cau have.— 
They have an ear for music and an eye for 
lmrmony of form and color, and probably or 
movement—for there are bird-dances which 
Taglioni would have despaired of imitating— 
such as 110 other member of the animal world 
possesses; and the perception of beauty, we 
know, depends on nothing so much as the 
coup d'ccil, and this birds cau always com­ 
mand. 
But they lose, by their great privilege 
of wings, that slow and sure experience of 
the ways of man which some less gifted ani­ 
mals acquire. 
A swift bird which flies at the 
rate of 270 miles an hour, according to Mr. 
Leith Adams, clearly cannot have a brain to 
utilize an experience acquired at that rate in 
any hut a very perfunctory way. 
Therefore, 
though birds have so strange a perception of 
beauty, which hardly needs close analysis, 
they are too fast, too migratory in their hab­ 
its to learn anything which needs perfect 
fidelity and vigilance confined to a very nar­ 
row circle of facts. 
They are the musicians, 
and we might almost say the sensuous poets 
of the animal world; but musicians and sen­ 
suous poets do not conduce to progressive 
knowledge and ethical culture. 
Birds range 
too high aud fly too fast for sympathy with 
man, and so it happens that their intellectual 
powers, remarkable and unique as they arc in 
the animal world, never become so human 
and so almost spiritual as those of creatures 
which can only boast of very inferior powers. 
—Spectator. 


An Hotel on Wheels, 
The American carriage and wagon builders 
have a world-wide reputation for light work, 
says the Carriage Monthly; and a3 our cous­ 
ins across the water have repeatedly stated 
that we carry this idea of lightness to ex­ 
tremes, we are now prepared to inform them 
that we can build also an occasional heavy 
vehicle. 
To Philadelphia, justly celebrated 
for light work, please remember to give the 
credit for building the heaviest heavy car­ 
riage on record. 
The following dimensions 
will be sufficiently startling, but we can vouch 
for their correctness, inasmuch as wo have 
seen the drawing and copied the sizes. 
Dimensions of Body.—Length : 
50 feet; 
width: 20 feet ; bight: 10 feet. 
The car­ 
riage body is two stories higli. The tirst story 
is 8 feet in the clear, and the second story 7 
feet, exclusive of the arch of theb’oof, which 
at the center gives 8 feet in the clear, and the 
second story 7 feet exclusive of the arch of 
the roof, which at the center gives '8 feet head 
room. 
Entrance is provided for at the front 
and back ends. 
The roof has ventilators 
similar to a street car. 
There are 16 arch top 
windows,, on each side, 8 below and 8 above. 
Those in the Urst story are 2 feet 6 inches 
wide, and 4 feet 9 inches high, and in the 
second story, 2 feet 6 inches wide, and 4 feet 
high. 
They have each two sashes, which are 
arranged to be raised and lowered. 
Those in 
the first story are divided into four fights 
each, and those above into two lights each.— 
The upper windows are provided with shut­ 
ters or blinds. 
The immense body or house, 
whichever you please to call it, will be hung 
upon platform springs, which will be in all of 
sufficient strength to support 25 tons weight. 
The wheels will be 3 feet 3 inches and 4 feet 4 
inches in diameter respectively. 
Hub: 18 
inches in diameter; felloes: flinches on the 
tread, and 6 inches deep. The Brobdignagiau 
wagon is intended for hotel purposes during 
the Centennial Exhibition. 
The first story 
will be used as a dining saloon, and the second 
story will coutain 16 state room3, with 
2 
berths in each. 
It is proposed [to place this 
portable hotel somewhere on the exhibition 
grounds, there to remain stationgrv until the 
close of the exhibition. 
The gearing or car­ 
riage part will have no other to perform than 
to support the body in going to and from the 
exhibition grounds.—Scientific American.

The Com 
mission of Engineers sent to state the truth 
about the new deposits say there are at least

which divides Peru from Bolivia. Her Britan­ 
nic Majesty’s Steamship Petrel, whoso officers 
examined the matter for themselves, confirm 
the view taken by the Peruvian Commission.

It seems hardly possible that tho veto will 
be without some positive effect on political 
parties. 
It depends of course very much 
upon the action of prominent inflation men 
If Morton, Logan and other leading Repubh 
cans with inflation sentiments ground their 
arms al once and make a complete surrender 
there will be no particular change in the two 
parties; inflation being made,like many other 
important matters, something upon which 
Republicans will agree to disagree. 
But the chances do not seem to favor the 
quiet submission of these prominent Western 
gentlemen. 
They ars not of that klud of peo 
pie, and ordinarily cling very tenaciously to 
the |>olitical course they once choose. 
Mer 
ton as a political leader could hardly give an 
excuse for continuance in political circles ex­ 
cept the difficulty of choosing between burial 
aud cremation, if ha confesses himself so soon 
done for ia the inflation matter. Expecting to 
ride into;the presidential nomination on a 
tidal wave of easy money, ho must abandon 
all hopes of the office if he confesses bis polit­ 
ical error. 
A presidential candidate can 
hardly have estim ated the inflation strength 
sufficiently great to carry bim into the White 
House to be convinced even by a veto. 
So we judge we are to have a long and ac­ 
rimonious debate over the matter, lu which 
th* inflation members will express themselves 
plainly and forcibly, and with more or less of 
temper. 
This debate, if it comes as is indicat­ 
ed by Hie caucus of inflationists, will be detri­ 
mental to business, as It will tend to increase 
the feeling of uncertainty that has so long 
prevailed. 
And the more inflationists vent 
their displeasure and exhibit theli auger, the 
wider will become tho breach between them 
and their parties. 
For if there U to he a disruption of parties, 
we fail to see how it can be confined to one. 
While a large clement of the Republican par 
ty has come out flat-footed for lunation, yet 
the larger aud more influential portion is still 
moro emphatic against violating the solemn 
pledges of the government anil party as welt. 
But while the Republican party is clearly di 
vided, the Democratic is not a unit, and eau 
neither take the field as a hard money or an 
inflation party, 
lf inflation is an issue to be 
fought OU political platforms, it clearly can 
not be settled by the pan las at picsent in tho 
field. 
The more probable political move will be an 
effort on the part of the Republican leaders to 
slough of! the whole inflation crowd, together 
with the Sanborn and Jayne gaug. The Mass­ 
achusetts senatorial fight demonstrates that 
Republicans are sensible of the danger the 
party is in from these people and are deter­ 
mined to clear the party of them or disfran­ 
chise them la the party councils. 
In all the 
hubbub of plain and somewhat loud speaking 
just now indulged in by Republican party pa­ 
pers it is difficult to exactly determine how 
many followers there are to this array of in 
flation field and staff officers; but we are in 
dined to believe it is a Falstaffian brigade, 
with the companies suflering to tho largest 
degree from paper inflation. 
The chances we 
think favor the reconstruction of the Repub 
bean parly as the nucleus around which hard- 
uioney men will gather.

Livingstone thought of no

lime—when bis story is more fully known^and 
bis motives freed from misinterpretation or 
suspicion.

T b e V e to a s a P o l i t i c a l M e a s u r e . 
It seems hardly possible that the veto will 
be without some positive effect on political 
parties. 
It depends of course very much 
upon the action of prominent inflation men. 
It Morton, Logan and other leading Republi­ 
cans with inflation sentiments ground their 
arms at once and make a complete surrender, 
there will be no particular change in the two 
parties; inflation being made,like many other 
important matters, something upon which 
Republicans will agree to disagree. 
But the chances do not seem to favor the 
quiet submission of these prominent Western 
gentlemen. They are not of that kind of peo­ 
ple, and ordinarily cling very teuaciously to 
the political course they once choose. 
Mor - 
ton as a political leader could hardly give an 
excuse for continuance in political circles ex­ 
cept the difficulty of choosing between burial 
and cremation, if ho confesses himself so soon 
done for ia the inflation matter. Expecting to 
ride into ¡the presidential nomination on 
tidal wave of easy money, ho must abandon 
all hopes of tbe office if he confesses his polit 
ical error. 
A presidential candidate can 
hardly have estimated the inflation strength 
sufficiently great to carry him into the White 
House to he convinced even by a veto. 
So we judge we are to have a long and ac­ 
rimonious debate over the matter, in which 
the inflation members will express themselves 
plainly and forcibly, and with more or less of 
temper. 
This debate, if it comes as is indicat­ 
ed by the caucus oí inflationists, will be detri­ 
mental to business, as it will tend to increase 
tbe feeling of uncertainty that has so ion 
prevailed. 
And the more inflationists vent 
their displeasure and exhibit their anger, the 
wider will become the breach between them 
and their parties. 
For if there is to be a disruption of parties, 
we fail to see how it can be confined to one 
While a large element of the Republican par­ 
ty has come out flat-footed for inflation, yet 
the larger and more influential portion is still 
more emphatic against violating the solemn 
pledgos of the government and party as well 
But while the Republican party is clearly di 
vidad, the Democratic is not a unit, and ean 
neither take the field as a hard money or an 
inflation party. 
If inflation is an issue to be 
fought on political platforms, it clearly can 
not be settled by the parties at present in the 
field. 
The more probable political move will be an 
eflort on the part of the Republican leaders to 
slough oil the whole inflation crowd, together 
with the Sanborn and Jayne gang. The Mass 
achusetts senatorial fight demonstrates that 
Republicans are sensible of the danger the 
party is in from these people and are deter 
mined to clear the party of them or disfrau 
chise them in tbe party councils. 
In all tbe

S E N A T E . 


W a sh in g to n , April 24. 
After disposing of a number of bills on tho 
calendar, the Louisiana bill was taken up on 
tbe expiration of the morning hour and Merri- 
mon concluded his argument, commenced yes­ 
terday. 
Mr. EDMUNDS introduced a request bill to 
provide for a commission upon the subject of 
postal telegraphy. 
Referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Post Offices aud Post Roads. 
Mr. WINDOM presented the report of the 
Committee on Transportation Routes and 
spoke at great length upon it. 
Mr. SHERMAN moved that one thousand 
extra copies of the report bo printed. 
Re­ 
ferred to the Printing Committee. 
Mr. MORRILL of Maine called up the 
nouse bill to render available certain balances 
of unexpended appropriations for the pay- 
ment of bounty and prize money to colored 
soldiers and sailors. 
Passed. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consider­ 
ation of executive business aud after a short 
time adjourned until Monday. 
HOUSE. 
The usual annual discussion over the ap­ 
propriations for tho Agricultural Department 
occupied several hours and covered the famil­ 
iar range of subjects, such as the worthless­ 
ness or local inappropriations of seeds furnish 
ed, supplying to the northwest of such seeds 
as would grow only in the valley of the lower 
Mississippi and sending down there of Penn­ 
sylvania rye and Berks oats. 
In the course of 
the discu»sion, which was generally of an 
amusing and discursive character, Wood of 
Illinois asserted that some of tho departments 
were making use of official postage stamps to 
circulate the speeches of members and on be­ 
ing pressed for specifications he named tho 
Comptroller of the Currency as one official 
who had thus circulated the speeches of seve­ 
ral members of the Committee on Banking 
and Currency. He denounced it as favoritism, 
partiality, wrong and almost as a crime. 
Mr. RANDALL of Pennsylvania stated that 
the subject matter had been informally called 
to the attention of the Banking Committee. 
Tho abuse consisted in the Comptroller of the 
Currency sending out the speeches of some of 
the membere of the Banking Committee to 
various banks and persons, but the Comptrol­ 
ler had stated as a justification that the post­ 
age was no greater with tho speech than it 
would have been on correspondence without 
it. 
A member—The speech must have been very 
light. 
(Laughter). 
The committee then, after disposing of four­ 
teen p ag e s of the bill and leaving only six 
p ag e s undisposed of, rose and the House at 5 
o’clock adjourned.

The Late Circuit Court. 
A laborious session of the court is ended, 
and there isn’t a doubt but that everybody in 
attendance gave a sigh of relief when it had 
finished. There is a great deal of wear and 
tear of mind, conscience and pocketbooks, 
during a session of court, to saynothing about 
the little annoyances that come like flea bite* 
to worry everybody who is forced to dance at­ 
tendance to the call of justice and drink from 
her fount of legal learning.

S e c tio n 1. The sidewalk on each side of St. Mary’s

The curbs shall be so set as to give a uniform 
width of seven feet from the street edge of the curb 
stone to the line of the street.
